The Michigan school reform plan 
reccatly passed by the state legislature 
may notbe the finaricial cure-all that it 
first seemed, according to Crawford- 
AuSable School Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds. 


“They voted on legislation that “it. 


wasn’t written in detail,” Reynolds 
said. “Tt turned out to be nothing more 
than sketchy details and concepts.” 

Reynolds said now that the actual 
detail is being written, alot isemerging 
that was not known when the bill 
passed through the House and Senate. 
Reynolds learned of the plan’s detail 
while recently in Lansing. 

“It seems we haven't climinated 
millage clections like we thought,” 
Reynolds said. 


State Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
said, “I’m not satisfied. This was all 
supposed to be settled. The one thing 
we wanted to do was to get schools 
away from millage elections. 

“Obviously we can’t read every 
word of every bill,” Lowe said, “Even 
if we had we wouldn’thave understood 
Now I want to know who, in the 
House leadership, understood what the 
package would do, and why we weren’t 
told?” 

Michigan voters will decide on a 
school reform proposal on Tuesday, 
March 15, featureing lower property 
taxes and personal income taxcs, but 
an increase in sales taxes by two 
percent. If the ballot proposal fails, a 
statutory plan would take effect. 

According to Reynolds, the statutory 
property tax plan will tax 24 mills on 


non-homestead properties (second 
homes and businesses), which would 
be split to include 12 mills that sent to 
Lansing for general education and 12 
mills kept for in local school district. 
Italso calls for 12 mills on homestead 
property to be kept tocally. The local 
millage has to be voted in by the public. 

The March 15 ballot proposal has 
18 of the 24 mills on non-homestead 
propertics being voted on and kept 
locally. 

{ronically,” Reynolds said, “voters 
who won't pay the tax are the ones 
who will control it. Businesses don’t 
vote.” 

Reynolds said this means regardless 
of what the voters do in March, school 
districts will have to hold a local 
election if their currently voter 
approved school operational millage 


Marsack murder trial delayed

The murder trial of Richard Peter 
Marsack, 43, scheduled to begin on 
Friday, Feb. 4 in 46th Circuit Court 
has been delayed until a future 
undetermined date. 

An official in the Crawford County 
Prosecutor's office indicated attomeys 
in the case are waiting for needed 
reports and will reschedule the trial as 
soon as the reports are received. 

Richard‘‘Pete” Marsack of Gaylord, 
is charged with murder in the July 13, 
1993 death of Terrence Barr, 53, of 
Grayling. Barr was ambushed and 
shotin the back by a 12-gauge shotgun, 
while on his way to work at the 


Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (MDNR) field office on M- 
93, He had apparently gotten out of 
his vehicle to remove a downed trce 
blocking his path. 

The murder occurred on Wilcox 
Bridge Road near the intersection with 
Lewiston Grade Road shortly before 7 
a.m., according to reports. 


Barr,aDNR access-site supervisor, 
was Marsack’s immediate supervisor. 
Testimony at Marsack’s preliminary 
examination indicated there may have 
been friction between the two and that 
Barr was on his way to work to 
discipline Marsack.

Local school operational millage in 
Crawford County is currently 28.35 
raills, which was rolted back under the 
Headlee Amendment to 26.72 and is 
not up for renewal for another three 
years. 

Reynolds said regardless of which 
reform proposal goes into effect, 
sometime in the next three years there 
will have to be a millage election in 
order to guarantee the district receiving 
the full foundation grant from the state. 

“Local voters could turn-the millage 
down,” Reynolds said, “or it could be 
be approved in perpetuity so we don’t 
have to keep coming bavk.” 

Another detail that has emerged 
according to Reynolds, is that there is 
no provision guarantceing every 


district will get up to the $5,000 grant 
level. Crawford-AuSabie is scheduled 
ioreceive $4,200 in the 1994-95 school 
year, 

“Tf the local millage is turned down,” 
Reynolds said, “instead of having 
$4,200 per student, we would have 
about $2,700 per student, or more than 
$1,000 less per student than we have 
today.” 

Reynolds said another part of the 
detail includes a funding program 
based on the number of students 
participating in the federal free lunch 
program. 

“We will receive moncy from the 
state for special instructional programs 
for students who are determined to be 
‘atrisk,’ That moncy is to be used only 
on studénts in the free lunch program,” 
Reynolds said. “The free lunch 


program has always been highly 
confidential. The state plan could 
eliminate any confidentiality. 
Everyone could know that ifa student 
is a part of the new program, that 
student is also a part of thie free lunch 
program,” 

_ “We sullhaven’t received the rules 
yet for this program. There has been 
some discussion that it may be much 
broader than we think. Itmay include 
all at-risk students which is the way it 
should be,” he said. . 

“As the school reform details comé 
out of Lansing, I’m discovering that 
the $200 increase per student we 
thought we were going to have in 
Crawford County, could be much 
smaller,” Reynolds added. “I’m 
considerably less satisfied today than 
I was two weeks ago.”

state considering regional jails

In an effort to reduce the 
overcrowding in the state prison 
system, the Michigan Department of 
Corrections (MDOC) and the 
Michigan Sheriffs Association have 
entered into a joint partnership to study 
alternatives to state incarceration, 

One plan being considered is to build 
a number of regional jails so persons 
convicted of non-violent crimes that 
Currently put them into the state prison 
system could do their time ina much 
less expensive jail setting, thus freeing 
Space in prisons for more scrious 
offenders. The regional jails would 
hold criminais convicted of crimes 
such as fraud, drunk driving and other 
“white-collar” crimes. 


An official fram the Michigan 
Sheriffs Association said the proposal 
is still in the initial phases but, “it's an 
idea who’s time may have come.” 

In Northem Michigan, Ogeniaw 
County officials have shown an 
interest in bringing a regional jail to 
their counly. 

Despite support from the Michigan 
Sheriffs Association, Crawtord 
County Sheriff David Lovely said he 
is not generally in favor of the 
regionalized jail proposal at this lime.

“There are a lotof jurisdictional and 
control issues that need to be worked 
out,” Lovely said. “The county 1s not 
allowed to spend local money on a 
building out of the county.” 

Lovely also said he would be 
concerned about losing authority over 
loca! inmates if they were housed 
elsewhere. 

“This idea has been around a long 
time,” Lovely added. “I don’t see 
anything getting off the ground for 3- 
5 years.” 

Meanwhile, construction is slated 
to begin ona $1.7 million addition that 
would add 33 beds to the Crawford 
County jail, as soon as the winter 
weather breaks. 

MDOC officials have proposed a 
$6-million fund to build the jails which 
would be under the daily operational 
authority of local sheriffs, The MDOC 
estimates $6 million could build four 
regional jails housing approximately 
500 inmates, 

The plan calls fora state payment to 
counties of $5,400 per inmate, a 
savings to state taxpayers of over 
$18,000 per inmate kept out of the 
state prison system. Ticurrently costs 
more than $23,000 per year to house 
cach state inmate,

Atleast one state official remembers 
atime when northem Michigan state 
parks were cleaner, bettcr patrolled 
and swanning with campers. 

But in the past few years, Dave 
Dilts, a Department of Natural 
Resources parks and recreation 
division supervisor, said he has 
watched campground conditions 
deteriorate while staffing and 
attendance have dwindled. 


“We have scen a steady crosion in 


the number of campers and we've 
asked ourselves why this is taking 
place,” said Dilts, who oversees 
operations for 30 northern Michigan 
parks, “Pm sure people have become 
dissatisfied with cenainaspects of park 
operations... which have definitely 
been atfected by staff cuts.” 

These problems aren't unique to 


‘northem Michigan parks, however, 


the entire state park system, which 
include 96 patks and recreational areas,
